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Galeiga (Neo-Gallaic) is the revived form of the ancient Celtic language of the Sidays ago 4 days ago 
Gallaeci tribal confederation of Northwestern Iberia known as "Gallaecian" or 
"Gallaic". The vocabulary of Galeiga is solely Ibero-Celtic with lbero-Basque loans 
as well as Latin, Gothic, and Arabic via the Ibero-Romance languages. Many Celtic 
words from Gallaic survive to this day in Galician and Portuguese, which have 
been incorporated into the language. There are also loans from Gaulish, Brythonic Popular Pages d 
(Galicia was colonized by Britons during the Anglo-Saxon invasion of Britain) or 
from primitive Irish/Gaelic words that can be traced back to their Celtiberian ; Ebbop 
equivalents. Galeiga is seen as Western Iberian Celtic whereas her sister language "ht 
Kantabriagu is Northern Iberian Celtic respectively. Kantabriagu tends to be much R, 
more conservative in its morphology and has a significant Basque influence. f The Platsholtz Tongue
